MEMORANDUM TOR MR. MOYERS 


It is important that all of the facta 
surrounding President Kannady*s Assassination ha 
aada public in a way which will satisfy psopls in 
tha United States and abroad that all tha facts 
have boon told and that a statement to this offset 
be made now* 

1« Tha public must ba satis fiad that 
Oswald was tha assassin! that ha did not have 
confederates who are still at large { and that 
tha evidence was such that ha would have bean 
convicted at trial* 

2* Speculation about Oswald's motivation 
ought to ba cut off, and we should have sose basis 
for rebutting thought that this was a Coausunist 
conspiracy or (as tha Iron Curtain press is saying) 
a right-wing conspiracy to blase it on tha Coausunista* 
Unfortunately the facts on Oswald seen about too pat— 
too obvious (Marxist, Cuba, Russian wife, etc.). The 
U*li*® police have put out etateiMints on tha Connunist 
conspiracy theory , and it was they who were in charge 
when he was shot and thus silenced. 


3. The natter has been handled thus far 
with neither dignity nor conviction. Facts have been 
nixed with ruaour and speculation. Je can scarcely 
let tha world see ua totally in the iasage of the 
Dallas police when our President Is murdered. 


I think this objective nay be satisfied 
by making public as soon as possible a cosplete and 
thorough FBI report on Oswald and the assassination. 
This say run into tha difficulty of pointing to in- 
consistencies between this report and statements by 
Dallas police officials. But the reputation of the 
Bureau is such that it say do the whole job. 
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
